We  do  not  fight  droughts  and  famine 
with  money,  but  by  our  humble  prayers  for  more  rain  and  forgiveness 
for  our  wrongdoings.  Our  land  will  bloom  again  if  our  souls  are  right 
and  clean.  No,  we  are  not  going  to  sell  our  birthright  for  a  few  pieces  of 
silver  such  as  the  $90,000,000.  Our  land,  our  resources  and  our  birthright 
are  worth  more  than  all  the  money  the  government  of  the  United  States 
may  have. 

You  know  as  well  as  we  do  that  the  whole  mankind  is  faced  with  the 
possibility  of  annihilation  as  it  was  done  in  the  lower  world  because  of 
greed,  selfishness,  and  godlessness.  People  went  after  wealth,  power,  and 
pleasures  of  life  more  than  the  moral  and  religious  principles.  Now  we 
have  floods,  strikes,  civil  wars,  earthquakes,  fires  and  the  H  Bomb!  To 
the  Hopi  these  are  but  the  smoke  signals  telling  us  to  set  our  house  in 
order  before  our  "true  white  brother"  comes.  Whom  will  he  punish,  a 
white  man  or  an  Indian?

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ON  THE  PENINSULA:  No  man,  it  is  written,  is  an  island,  hut  some  men  live  out  on  the  end 
of  very  long  peninsulas.  Theirs  is  a  particular  view  of  the  continent  of  human  society,  and 
the  encompassing  ocean.  Listeners  who  have  heard  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  Bertrand  Russell,  and 
the  Irish  poetess  Ella  Young,  will  know  that  some  people  take  up  residence  on  peninsulas  in 
the  wisdom  of  their  old  age.  Another  peninsula  dweller,  Raymond  Duncan,  who  has  accumu- 
lated well  over  seventy  years  of  wisdom,  will  be  heard  on  Sunday,  June  20,  at  9:20  p.m.  Other 
men  do  not  wait  until  their  seventies.  Amnion  Hennacy  is  a  Christian  anarchist  "who  does  not 
need  a  cop  to  tell  him  how  to  behave,"  and  is  a  source  of  some  concern  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Internal  Revenue.  Mr.  Hennacy  tells  about  some  communities  on  the  peninsula  on  Monday, 
June  21,  and  Thursday,  June  24. 

TOM  SAWYER:  Grownups  who  have  found  themselves  recently  looking  at  "civilization" 
through  the  critical  eye  of  a  fourteen  year  old  may  be  in  lor  a  somewhat  similar  experience 
beginning  with  this  Folio.  Mark  Twain,  writing  from  Hartford  in  1876,  stated  that  although  his 
new  book  was  intended  mainly  for  the  entertainment  of  boys  and  girls,  part  of  his  plan  "has 
been  to  try  to  pleasantly  remind  adults  of  what  they  once  were  themselves,  and  of  how  they 
felt  and  thought  and  talked,  and  what  queer  enterprises  they  sometimes  engaged  in."  Twain's 
new  book  was  of  course  The  Adventures  of  Tom  Sawyer.  The  whole  family  might  test  the 
proposition  that  the  book  is  still  new  some  seventy-eight  years  alter  its  publication.  (Fridays 
at  7:50  p.m.)
